Brainerd is to have three carriers 
and one substitute, and the success­ 
ful applicants must be able to pass 
an examination in spelling, arith­ 
metic, letter-writing, 
penmanship, 
copying from plain copy, geography 
of the United States and reading ad­ 
dresses. 
The clerk or substitute 
must not be less than 18 years of age 
and the carriers must be between 21 
and 40 years of age. 
No application 
can be received at the postoffice in 
this city after the hour of closing 
business on September 2. 
A ll persons are invited to apply 
and applicants will 
be examined, 
graded and certified with entire im­ 
partiality and wholly without regard 
to any consideration

their 
ability as shown by the grade they 
attain in their examination.

The Instructors Are. In His Opin­ 


ion. Mell Adapted to 


The Work. 


The attendance at 
the Summer 
Training School continues to In* good 
and the sessions do not lac k any of 
the enthusiasm and inter* *t which 
was noticeable at the opening, 
Mrs. Clulow has been invited and 
has consented to give an addn**-. Im?* 
fore the teachers on “ Ireland and Its 
People, " this evening at the M. E. 
church. 
The public will Im* invited 
to this lecture. 
A reception will be given on F ri­ 
day evening to the instructors at the 
Y. M. C. A. 
The event will be the 
social feature of the session and it 
will probably Im* a very pleasant af­ 
fair. 
Prof. L. Bliss of Waseca, inspector 
of high schools in the state, was a 
guest in the city today and gave an 
address this 
morning before the 
teachers on “ Our Common Scho lls," 
He said in part; 
‘ Now, since in Minnesota about 
five-eights of the school population is 
found in the country 
schools, it 
should 
be the business of 
these 
schools to teach the English langu­ 
age, the common branches and the 
elements of civies, and teach them 
thoroughly. 
“ It is not to tx* exported ’ lr.it the 
pupils of our country schools there 
amass great stores of learning; but 
they should acquire, 
while in the 
schools, intellectual power so that 
they can help themselves in the 
future. 
They should bo >o trained 
when they leave school they will 
have th** power to get information, 
the power to reason aud form inde­ 
pendent judgements, and th** power 
to express their thoughts. 
“ In a country school, in rural dis 
tric-ts, the teacher is not hound by 
grade lines. 
She is free. 
Sh** can 
give her originality and enthusiasm 
full sway. 
“ The younger pupils have un op­ 
portunity to learn much just by hear­ 
ing the older ones recite, 
in short, 
the teacher in the county school i* 
free to do her liest and can inspire 
her pupils to do their best, which can 
not always toe* done in city grades. 
“ The country schools, as well as 
the city schools suffer from lack of a 
sufficient number of prosody pre­ 
pare! teachers. 
The teacher in the 
high school should be a college grad­ 
uate, the teacher in th** country 
school should at least be a high school 
or normal school graduate. 
“ A person of weak will has no 
business in the school room as a 
teacher. 
I believe that more teachers 
fail owing to incapacity iii the above 
particulars and also from inability to 
manage well, than from any lack of

elements of civics, and teach them 
thoroughly. 
“ It is not to be expected that the 
pupils of our country schools there 
amass great stores of learning; but 
they should aquire, 
while in the 
schools, intellectual power so that 
they can help themselves in the 
future. 
They should be so trained 
when they leave school they will 
have the jiower to get information, 
the power to reason and form inde­ 
pendent judgements, aud the power 
to express their thoughts. 
“In a country school, in rural dis 
tricts, the teacher is not bound Gy 
grade lines. 
She is free. 
She can 
give her originality and enthusiasm 
full sway. 
“The younger pupils have an op­ 
portunity to learn much just by hear­ 
ing the older ones recite. 
In short, 
the teacher in the county school 
> 
free to do her I ie st and can inspire 
her pupils to do their best, which can 
not always tx* done in city grades. 
“The country schools, as well as 
the city schools sutler from lack of a 
sufficient number of properly pre­ 
pared teachers. 
The teacher in the 
high school should be a college grad­ 
uate, the teacher iii tile country 
school should at least be a high school 
or normal school graduate.

The Instructors Are, In His Opin­ 
ion. M ell Adapted to 
The Work. 


The attendance at the Summer 
Training School continues to lie good 
and the sessions do not lack any of 
the enthusiasm and interest which 
was noticeable at the opening. 
Mrs. Clulow has been invited and 
has consented to give an address be­ 
fore the teachers on “ Ireland and Ita 
People, ’ this evening at the M. E. 
church. 
The public will be invited 
to this lei-ture. 
A reception will be given on Fri­ 
day evening to the instructors at the 
Y. M. C. A. The event will be the 
social feature of the session and it 
will probably be a very pleasant af­ 
fair. 
Prof. L. Bliss of Waseca, inspector 
of high schools in the state, was a 
guest in the city today and gave an 
address this morning before the 
teachers on “Our Common Schools,’’ 
He said in part: 
“Now. since in Minnesota about 
five-eights of the school population is 
found in the country schools, it 
should be the business of these 
schools to teach the English langu­ 
age. the common branches and the 
elements of civics, and teach them 
thoroughly. 
“ It is not to be expected that the 
pupils of our country schools there 
amasa great stores of learning; but 
they should squire, while in the 
schools, intellectual power so that 
they can help themselves in the 
future. They should be so trained 
when they leave school they will 
have the power to get information, 
the power to reason and form inde­ 
pendent judgements, and the power 
to express their thoughts. 
“In a country school, in rural dis­ 
tricts, the teacher is not bound hv 
grade lines. 
She is free. 
She can 
give her originality and enthusiasm 
full sway. 
“The younger pupils have an op­ 
portunity to learn much just by hear­ 
ing the older ones recite 
In short, 
the teacher In the county school is 
free to do her lies! and can inspire 
her pupils to do their best, which can 
not always be done in city grades. 
“The country schools, as well a» 
the city schools suffer from lack of a 
sufficient number* of properly pre­ 
pared teachers. The teacher In the 
high school should be a college grad­ 
uate, the teacher in the country 
school should at least be a high school 
or normal school graduate. 
“A person of weak will has no 
business in the school room us a 
toucher. I believe that more teachers 
fail owing to incapacity in the above 
particulars and also from inability to 
m anage well, than from any lack of 
scholarship." 
The professor touched upon the 
danger points or the critical places 
jo a pupil’s education. The address 
was very interesting throughout and 
was one of the best yet heard during 
the session. 
Speaking to a represen ti live ofThe 
Dispatch just before the train left for 
the east this afternoon Prof. Bliss 
stated that be had visited eight*-*-» 
summer schools this summer and he 
very much pleased with the

When the order to walk out went 
Into effect all the big shipping com­ 
panies, with one exception, were left 
without a union man.

Baby Farm Discovered by the Kansas 
City Police. 
Kansas City, July 31. 
A baby farm, 
situated In a I-story set of flats in a 
low lying part of the city, where at 
leasi thrvc 
Infants 
have 
been wil­ 
fully starved to death, has been dis­ 
closed by th*? police 
In one place, 
where the husband la blind and his 
sister, also sightless, baa supported 
the family by begging, three babies 
Recured from a local female physician, J 
have died within the past few days 
and have been burled at the expense 
of the city. 
The death certificates in 
each case cssert that death was due 
to starvation 
At another place four 
babies, none over a few months old. 
were found, ami at two other places 
a child each was disclosed. 
At still 
another place a poor family had fem 
tered four babies within a year, all 
of whom had died 
They had been se- 
rnred, it was asserted, from a private 
hospital 
In each Instance, the per­ 
sons had been hired to board the In­ 
fants for a pittance. 
They were sur­ 
rounded with squalor and half starved.

“Among the many uses to which the 
automobile is applied In military serv­ 
ice Im that of a new mill ami bakery. 
This will follow the regimen ta on the 
march and make fresh bread from the 
w heat obtained on the spot. 
There i* 
mounted on an automobile a mill with 
bolters and kneading troughs, all run 
by the name motor which runs the au­ 
tomobile. 
The oven Is draw n along In 
the rear, while the bran obtained serves 
as food for tho cavalry horses. 
By 
this method 5,000 men <an lie fed 
dally. This mill bakery can also render 
services in cases of large la I mu* con­ 
tracts which bring together many work­ 
men.” 
The consul adds: 
“ Every daily paper has some accident 
to mention. 
There are many different 
causes, 
ut there is one cause which is 
becoming more and more dangerous. It 
is the cheap automobile. 
In all Indus­ 
tries the moment a high priced article 
has won public favor fu tu ra l laws of 
competition begin to lower the price. 
There would appear to be only two le­ 
gitimate means by which the price of 
the automobile could be cheapened— 
first, to m anufacture in quantities with 
special machinery, thus reducing cost; 
second, to simplify the mechanism of 
existing models and to m anufacture 
only a single type. 
There is unfortu­ 
nately, however, a desire to sell to the 
public a machine which has only the 
a p p a ra n c e of the first class article.
